21E and ^Massachusetts Contingency 
Plan. The site was listed by the Department as a.Location To Be Investigated: on January 15, 
1989 and subsequently listed as a Confirmed Non-Priority Disposal Site on January 15, 1990. 
The audit focused on a Response Action Outcome that was prepared by the Licensed Site 
Professional of record and received at the Department on July 3, 1995. Additional response 
actions were also evaluated as appropriate. The Department’s Notice of Audit Findings (NOAF) 
dated January 22, 1999 indicates that a condition of No Significant, Risk has- been achieved. 
Further, the NOAF’ describes activities Department personnel performed during the audit, 
summarizes relevant, site information,and lists violations that have already been corrected or that 
do not need further correction.
